Within  tlie  Prudential  Center  complex  itself,  set  in  five  acres  of  landscaped  plazas  at  the  base  of  the  52-story  Prudential 
Tower,  are  more  than  30  stylish  shops  and  stores  —  with  more  to  come,  including  Lord  &  Taylor. 

Dining?  There  are  many  fine  new  restaurants  in  Prudential  Center.  Stouffer's  Top  of  the  Hub  is  on  the  Tower's 
52nd  floor.  In  the  Sheraton-Boston  Hotel  are  the  Falstaff  Room,  the  Cafe  Riviera,  the  Pavilllon,  and  the  Kon-Tiki  Ports. 
(The  hotel  also  has  several  cocktail  lounges,  a  health  club,  and  a  beauty  salon.)  Schrafft's  showcase,  its  newest  restau- 
rant and  cocktail  lounge,  graces  the  Prudential  Shopping  Plaza. 

There  is  direct  access  to  Prudential  Center  from  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike.  Access  ramps  on  Boylston  Street 
reach  700  underground  parking  spaces  in  the  immediate  area  of  the  apartments.

Apartment  walls  are  13  inches  thick  to  insure  privacy.  Mechanical  equipment  —fans,  air  conditioning  —  is  located 
below  ground  or  on  rooftops  to  isolate  noise  and  vibration.  Central  laundry  rooms  are  on  the  second  floor  of  each 
building.  Every  corridor  is  carpeted  and  silently  air-conditioned.  Each  suite  has  individual  climate  control  for  the  ut- 
most in  year-round  comfort.
